Mr. Stuverude advised that he remembers a meeting 
that took place between himself and Mel Paisley on April 7, 
1982. He stated present a t that meeting was another Boeing 
employee, ! according to Stuverude, was his 

Assistant. Stuverude further stated that there may have been 
another person at the meeting, representing the U. S. Navy. 
Discussed at that meeting was Anti -Submarine warfare/standoff 
Weapon priority problems and funding problems. Mr. Paisley 
said at that meeting that unless the program could be re- 
structured and the funding profile reduced or "moved to the 
right," the program would have to be dropped. Mr. Stuverude 
advised that Mr. Paisley also suggested that if the contractor, 
in this case, Boeing, had any suggestions along this line 
for the U. S. Navy, that they should make them known to the 
Navy. The meeting took approximately 20 to 25 minutes. Mr. 
Stuverude stated he does not recall any other meetings in 
April of 1982; however, he does recall a meeting that took 
place on May 13, 19 82, when he talked to Mel Paisley and, 
during that meeting, which also took about 20 minutes, no 
one else was present. Mr. Stuverude stated that he presented 
a synopsis of a program that he had developed to attempt to 
restructure the Anti-Submarine Warfare/Standoff Weapon Program. 
Mr. Paisley commented at that time, that the- program proposed 
by Mr. Stuverude was more in line with the funding that was 
available . 


Paisley said that Boeing must take the proposal to 
Jerry Gann (phonetic) and to the appropriate personnel in the 
United States Navy.. Mr. Stuverude advised that Jerry Gann 
was the Deputy Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Research 
and Engineering. 

Stuverude stated that subsequent to that meeting. 
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Boeing took the proposal to the Department of Defense and the 
U. S. Navy. Representatives of the Navy came to Seattle and', 
after doing more work, added their recommendations to the pro- 
posal. The Navy personnel added additional test vehicles and 
additional time scheduled for testing to the proposal. The 
proposal then was sent to the top Admirals in the Navy to 
determine if they were in concurrence; if they were, then 
the Navy would include the proposal and the request for funds 
in their annual budget request. 

Mr. Stuverude stated that he does not recollect 
what the Anti-Submarine Warfare/Standoff Weapon Contract 
value was to The Boeing Company prior to the meetings . He 
stated he doubts very much that it was anything near eighteen 
and one-half million dollars. He further advised that after 
those meetings, the value to The Boeing Company was actually 
reduced and not increased, and it was certainly nowhere near 
39.5 million dollars. 

Mr. Stuverude stated that the Boeing contract 
included the sustaining engineering costs and the development 
and verification phase costs, but did not include the full- 
scale engineering development, the operation and evaluation, 
or the approved-for-service use cost. The contract, according 
to Stuverude, was awarded to Boeing during the second quarter 
of 1981. The contract was for the missile less the warhead, 
which included propulsion, guidance, provisions to accept the 
warhead, and a capsule in which the missile is stored and 
launched out of the submarine, plus the software for the 
autopilot on board the missile.
